Selectmen’s  Report. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Dig ht on: — 

The  financial  affairs  of  the  town  are  in  a  good  and  satis¬ 
factory  condition  and  rank  high  among  the  cities  and  towns 
of  the  State.  A  few  towns  have  a  lower  tax  rate  per  thou¬ 
sand,  but  ours  is  reasonable  and  fair,  twelve  dollars  and 
twenty  cents  on  a  thousand,  two  dollars  and  sixty  cents  less 
than  last  year.  Our  debt  is  only  about  $7000.  It  is  a  matter 
for  congratulation  our  low  rate  when,  in  the  cities  and  many 
other  towns,  it  is  from  $15  to  $25.  Our  low  rate  has  not 
crippled  or  injured  our  several  departments.  Our  schools 
are  prosperous,  amply  equipped  with  necessary  supplies,  effi¬ 
cient  teachers,  and  comfortable  buildings.  Our  poor  have  re¬ 
ceived  kind  and  careful  treatment ;  our  roads  and  bridges  will 
compare  favorably  with  those  of  adjoining  cities  and  towns. 
With  judicious  and  careful  appropriations  and  contracts,  un¬ 
der  normal  conditions,  expenditures  may  be  reduced  and  an 
even  lower  rate  be  secured. 

We  have  plenty  of  comparative  cheap  land,  the  best  of 
facilities  for  freight  by  water,  steam  and  trolley.  Low  valua¬ 
tion,  low  taxes  should  be  a  stimulant  for  business  enterprises 
to  locate. 

It  is  regretable  that  the  Mellen  Pure  Food  Company  did  not 
locate  their  works  here.  They  found  everything  satisfactory 
except  the  condition  of  the  river.  It  is  a  very  desirable  com¬ 
pany,  doing  a  very  large  and  prosperous  business  in  every 
country  and  would  add  credit  and  standing  to  any  community 
fortunate  enough  to  have  them  locate  their  works. 
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The  Mass.  Highway  Commission  allotted  to  Taunton  and 
Dighton  $10,000  to  build  State  Highway  on  Somerset  Ave. 
in  Taunton  and  Dighton.  Our  town  complied  readily  with 
all  the  usual  conditions  imposed  by  the  laws  of  the  State. 
Some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  Taunton  concerning  the 
lay  out  which  caused  delays  that  made  it  impossible  to  con- 
struct  this  Fall.  About  1400  feet  was  to  be  built  in  Taunton, 
the  rest  in  Dighton.  We  have  every  assurance  that  the  work 
will  commence  in  the  early  Spring. 

SEWAGE. 

The  Taunton  sewage  conditions  have  not  changed  except 
only  a  greater  pollution  of  the  river. 

No  efforts  have  been  made  to  utilize  the  filter  beds  or  to 
adopt  some  other  system  of  disposal. 

Hie  time  limit  fixed  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  expires 
July  1,  1910,  and  they  are  opposed  to  extending  the  time 
again  and  have  referred  the  question  to  the  legislature. 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

The  Public  Library  has  too  limited  quarters,  and,  if  it  is 
desirable  to  increase  its  usefulness,  adequate  quarters  must 
be  furnished  to  meet  the  increasing  demands  of  its  patrons. 

F01  P1  esent ,  at  a  small  outlay,  room  is  available  at  the 
Town  Hall,  but  any  large  outlay  would  be  unwise  and  unde¬ 
sirable.  Mr.  Carnegie,  in  1905,  offered  to  furnish  money  to 
build  a  building  to  meet  our  requirements.  After  considerable 
discussion  of  the  question,  the  town  failed  to  take  action,  but 
we  suppose  the  funds  are  available  when  the  town  meets  its 
requirements  for  maintenance.  It  would  be  highly  gratifying 
if  some  of  the  wealthy  descendants  of  some  of  our  old  hon¬ 
ored  and  distinguished  families  would  erect  a  suitable  monu¬ 
ment  to  their  cherished  memories  in  a  public  library  building. 
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BERKLEY  AND  DIGHTON  BRIDGE. 

This  bridge  in  the  near  future  will  have  to  be  painted,  re¬ 
planked,  and  some  piles  driven.  There  has  been  some  talk 
that  it  should  be  changed  over  into  a  concrete  bridge.  The 
engineers  of  the  Highway  Commission  inform  us  that  it 
would  be  an  expensive  job  ;  that  the  structure  would  have  to 
be  strengthened  and  that  it  could  not  be  changed  for  less 
than  $10,000  outside  of  the  draw.  Therefore  it  will  be  cheap¬ 
er  to  keep  the  bridge  as  it  is.

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TOWN  FARM. 

Some  of  our  ablest  and  most  judicious  citizens  thought  it 
very  unwise  to  sell  the  town  farm,  even  if  we  had  to  run  it 
at  a  loss  of  from  two  to  five  hundred  dollars  a  year.  You 
voted  to  sell  and  we  carried  out  your  instructions  and  sold  it 
last  March.  Nearly  a  year's  experience  proves  to  us  that  it 
was  a  very  wise  move,  and  the  the  results  are  better  than  we 
expected.  We  reserved  the  four  acre  gravel  hill  with  right  of 
way  to  the  streets.  The  account  of  the  sale  of  the  furnish¬ 
ings  and  products  will  be  found  in  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor's 
Report.  We,  however,  believe  that  several  towns  should  join 
together,  forming  a  pauper  district  and  support  a  creditable 
experimental  farm.  We  are  boarding  fully  supported  pau¬ 
pers  in  the  Taunton  Almshouse  and  one  in  a  private  family. 

On  the  reserved  gravel  lot  is  the  burial  lot  of  the  original 
owner,  Israel  Lee,  who,  with  his  family,  are  buried  there,  and 
near  by  are  laid  the  remains  of  his  faithful  slaves. 

STATE  AID. 

There  are  seventeen  recipients  of  State  Aid.  Two  have 
died,  Agnes  Blackwell,  April  24,  and  David  H.  Briggs,  Aug. 
31.  Charles  H.  Shove  and  Lafayette  Daley  have  moved  to 
another  town.  The  present  recipients  are  Martha  M.  Bab¬ 
bitt,  Mary  E.  Baylies,  Lillis  Briggs,  George  T.  Briggs,  Re¬ 
becca  A.  Horton,  Albert  A.  Kingsley,  Edward  P.  Lincoln, 
James  H.  Luther,  George  A.  Munroe,  Julia  A.  Paul,  Phineus 
M.  Pratt,  Nancy  F.  Rose,  Elizabeth  L.  Shove,  Nathan  O. 
Walker,  Julia  A.  Ward,  Silas  H.  Wheldon,  and  Alfred  A. 
Horton. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Pipes  have  been  laid  and  hydrants  erected  by  the  Mount 
Hope  Finishing  Company  to  furnish  water  for  North  Dighton. 
They  have  contracted  with  the  City  of  Taunton  to  furnistii 
water.  This  has  been  done  at  no  cost  to  the  town. 
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The  Taunton  Gas  Company  are  already  furnishing  gas  for 
that  section,  and  we  trust  that  inducements  might  be  made  so 
that  the  line  would  be  extended  to  the  south  part  of  the  town. 

THE  FALL  RIVER  BRIDGE. 

A  hearing  was  held  at  the  court  house,  Fall  River,  the  last 
week  in  December,  1909,  by  a  commission  appointed  by  the 
Superior  Court  to  ascertain  what  cities  and  towns  derived 
special  benefits  on  account  of  building  the  new  bridge  and  to 
assess  the  cost  of  construction  and  other  expenses  on  such 
cities  and  towns  and  the  rest  of  the  county.  The  cost  is  about 
$1,000,000,  and  estimated  cost  of  care  about  $7,500  a  year. 

It  appeared  at  the  hearing  that  the  production  of  milk  for 
the  Fall  River  market  from  the  west  side  of  the  river  is  11,786 
quarts  daily.  Somerset  had  19  dealers,  78  dairies,  7,264 
quarts ;  Swansea,  1 5  dealers,  52  dairies,  4,345  quarts ;  Dighton, 
3  dealers,  3  dairies,  and  168  quarts. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-five  produce  wagons  came  into  Fall 
River  daily,  150  from  west  side  and  that  16  came  from  Dighton  ; 
and  for  one  week  933  automobiles  used  the  bridge,  two  from 
Dighton.  From  Dighton  on  an  average  four  high  school 
scholars  attend  in  Fall  River,  28  in  Taunton.  It  appeared  in 
evidence  that  we  paid  seven-tenths  of  the  yearly  support  of 
Berkley  and  Dighton  bridge,  310  feet  long,  expense  yearly 
about  $300  for  care,  and  that  it  has  to  be  painted,  replanked, 
etc.,  every  ten  years,  and  that  the  coming  spring  some  $2*, 000 
will  have  to  be  expended  for  repairs.  It  was  demonstrated 
that  our  market,  political  and  social  relations  were  specially  to 
the  north  and  west  of  us  and  only  ordinary  to  the  south.

To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton : 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  an  unusual  large  num¬ 
ber  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  requiring  quite  an  outlay  for 
fumigation. 

As  some  of  the  cases  were  questionable  by  the  attending 
physicians,  the  matter  was  referred  by  our  *Board  to  the 
State  Agent,  Dr.  MacKnight  of  Fall  River,  who  decided  that 
every  case  was  a  true  case  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

A  complaint  was  entered  against  the  dump  at  Muddy 
Cove  and  we  were  informed  that  the  State  Board  of  Health 
would  be  notified  of  the  alleged  nuisance  if  we  did  not  at 
once  make  an  investigation  and  cause  its  abatement. 

After  careful  consideration  the  Board  of  Health  voted  to 
cause  its  abatement.

The  trustees  wish  to  urge  the  voters  to  take  some  action 
by  which  the  crowded  condition  of  the  library  room  at  the 
Town  Hall  may  be  changed.  The  room  is  so  crowded,  the 
heating  and  lighting  so  poor,  that  not  only  does  the  librarian 
find  it  impossible  to  do  good  work,  but  conditions  are  posi¬ 
tively  dangerous.  Many  volumes  have  never  been  put  on 
the  shelf  on  account  of  the  lack  of  room.  On  dark  and  stormy 
days,  scarcely  a  single  book  number  can  be  read,  while  it  is 
impossible  to  warm  the  room  to  a  comfortable  temperature. 
The  trustees  feel  that  the  time  has  come  when  something 
should  be  done  immediately. 
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The  Selectmen  have  been  asked  to  insert  an  article  in  the 
warrant  for  the  annual  town  meeting,  that  some  action  may 
be  taken  to  give  us  more  room.  We  understand  that  the 
offer  of  Andrew  Carnegie  is  still  open,  and  we  may  have  a 
library  building  if  we  vote  to  accept  one.  It  has  also  been 
suggested  that  we  build  a  front  on  the  Town  Hall,  not  only 
giving  the  library  more  room,  but  also  giving  the  town  offi¬ 
cers  more  room,  and  the  Town  Hall  a  better  appearance. 

During  the  year  1910,  a  system  of  delivery  to  the  public 
schools  will  be  started.  Each  school  will  be  given  a  small 
bookcase,  and  its  books  will  be  changed  ev^ry  two  weeks. 
This  will  mean  a  larger  number  of  patrons,  an  increase  in 
the  call  for  books,  and  messengers  who  will  have  to  be  paid. 
Therefore  the  trustees  feel  justified  in  asking  for  an  appro¬ 
priation  of  $400,  which  will  increase  last  year’s  appropriation 
$200. 

We  trust  then  that  the  people  of  Dighton  will  see  the  defi¬ 
ciencies  of  their  library  and  soon  take  steps  to  overcome 
them.

Voted — That  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  a  temporary 
loan  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  Town  of  Dighton,  in  antici¬ 
pation  of  the  taxes  for  the  present  municipal  year  the  Town 
Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  borrow  from 
time  to  time  with  the  approval  of  a  majority  of  the  Selectmen 
a  sum  or  sums  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  eleven  thousand 
dollars,  and  to  execute  and  deliver  the  note  or  notes  of  the 
town  therefor  payable  within  one  year  from  the  time  the  loan 
is  made.  Any  debts  incurred  by  a  loan  or  loans  to  the  town 
under  this  vote  shall  be  paid  from  the  said  taxes  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  municipal  year. 

The  vote  on  granting  licenses  for  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
was:  Yes,  16;  No,  72. 

The  vote  on  the  question  of  accepting  the  act  relating  to 
forest  and  sprout  land  was:  Yes,  39;  No,  14. 

Voted — To  accept  report  of  town  officers  as  printed. 

Voted — That  the  salary  of  the  Town  Treasurer  be  one 
hundred  and  forty  dollars,  and  that  he  pay  for  his  official 
bond. 

Voted — That  the  salary  of  Tax  Collector  be  one  per  cent, 
of  all  legally  assessed  taxes  plus  forty  dollars  and  that  he  pay 
for  his  official  bond. 
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Voted — To  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  waive  the  town's 
right  to  contract  with  the  Commonwealth  for  building  a  sec¬ 
tion  of  state  highway  during  the  year  1909. 

Voted — To  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  give  a  bond  to  in¬ 
demnify  the  state  against  damage  by  taking  of  land  or  change 
of  grade  in  the  building  of  a  section  of  state  highway  this 
year. 

Voted— That  the  compensation  for  labor  on  the  highway  be 
the  same  as  last  year  which  was:  for  a  man  $1-75  f°r  n^ne 
hours  work;  for  a  horse,  12^4  cents  per  hour;  for  cart,  2^4 
cents  per  hour;  for  horse  and  cart,  15  cents  per  hour,  or  $1.50 
for  ten  hours  ;  for  yoke  of  oxen  and  cart,  20 'cents  per  hour, 
or  $2.00  for  ten  hours;  for  double  team  of  horses  $2.75  per 
day,  or  $1.25  for  each  horse;  for  shoveling  snow,  20  cents 
per  hour. 

Unanimous  consent  having  been  given,  Charles  S.  Chace 
read  a  letter  from  the  Mellen’s  Food  Company  of  Boston, 
saying  they  could  not  locate  in  Dighton  on  account  of  the 
pollution  of  Taunton  river  by  sewage.  The  letter  was  placed 
on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk  for  future  reference. 

Voted — To  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  ascertain  if  the  Town 
has  any  action  at  law  against  any  municipality  or  the  city,  of 
Taunton  on  account  of  sewage  disposal  in  the  Taunton  river. 

Voted — To  authorize  the  Overseers  of  Poor  to  hire  a  Town 
Physician  for  the  year  succeeding  their  term  of  office. 

Voted — Thar  the  Collector  of  Taxes  be  instructed  to  col¬ 
lect  all  interest  due  on  taxes  and  pay  them  over  to  Town 
Treasurer. 

Voted — That  all  bills  for  labor  on  the  highways  and  bridges 
be  paid  by  the  Town  Treasurer  direct  to  the  person  perform¬ 
ing  the  labor,  the  same  having  been  approved  by  the  Road 
Commissioners  and  ordered  paid  by  the  Selectmen. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  held  April  10, 
1909,  the  Southern  Massachusetts  Telephone  Company  was 
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authorized  to  erect  poles  and  wires  on  Somerset  avenue  to 
the  Town  Hall. 

At  the  adjourned  annual  town  meeting  held  April  10,  1909, 
it  was  voted  that  the  Tax  Collector  have  all  the  powers  of  a 
Town  Treasurer  in  collecting  taxes,  and  that  all  taxes  shall 
be  due  on  the  twentieth  day  of  October,  1909,  after  which 
date  interest  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  on 
all  unpaid  taxes.  After  December  first  the  Tax  Collector 
shall  issue  his  summonses  for  delinquent  tax  payers  and  pro¬ 
ceed  to  collect  the  taxes  according  to  law  on  or  before  Febru¬ 
ary  1,  1910. 

Voted — The  Town  Treasurer  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to 
deposit  the  amount  received  from  sale  of  town  farm  and  per¬ 
sonal  property  in  two  of  the  savings  banks  of  Bristol  County 
less  the  amount  of  expenses  of  sale,  this  money  not  to  be  used 
for  any  purpose  except  by  vote  of  the  town  passed  at  a  regu¬ 
lar  annual  town  meeting,  the  necessary  article  having  been 
inserted  in  the  warrant  for  said  meeting. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  held  May  8,  1909, 
the  Mount  Hope  Finishing  Company  were  granted  the  right 
to  lay  water  pipes  and  erect  hydrants  in  the  streets  of  the 
town  as  follows :  on  Spring  street,  Lincoln  avenue.  School 
and  Pearl  streets. 

At  the  town  meeting  held  at  the  Town  Hall  September  17, 
1909,  Charles  S.  Chace  was  chosen  moderator. 

Voted — To  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  serve  with  the 
Board  of  Road  Commissioners  to  investigate  the  condition  of 
Dighton  and  Berkley  Bridge  and  report  at  an  adjourned  meet¬ 
ing.  J.  S.  Place,  J.  K.  Milliken  and  George  M.  Chase  were 
appointed  as  that  committee. 

Voted — To  authorize  and  empower  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  adjust  all  claims  for  damages  where  possible,  caused  by 
the  layout  and  construction  of  a  state  highway  between  the 
Broad  Cove  and  Muddy  Cove  bridges. 
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At  an  adjourned  meeting  it  was  voted  that  the  Bridge  Com¬ 
mittee  be  instructed  to  ask  for  bids  for  concreting  said 
Dighton  and  Berkley  Bridge  under  the  direction  of  the  en¬ 
gineers  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Highway  Commission,  if 
after  further  time  the  bridge  is  found  to  be  strong  enough  to 
bear  the  extra  weight  of  concrete  and  is  of  suitable  construc¬ 
tion,  and  make  a  further  report  at  an  adjourned  meeting  to  be 
held  two  weeks  from  tonight  at  the  Town  Hall  at  7:45  p.  m.

The  committee  recommends  an  appropriation  of  the  same 
amount  as  last  year,  $8,100  for  all  school  purposes,  to  be 
divided  by  the  committee  according  to  the  needs  of  the  dif¬ 
ferent  departments.  The  $100  of  the  above  amount  that  was 
appropriated  last  year  for  repairs  on  the  Broad  Cove  school- 
house  will  be  needed  this  year  for  shingling  and  other  repairs 
on  the  North  schoolhouse.

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Superintendent’s  Report. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Dighton : 

It  is  my  privilege  at  this  time  to  present  mf  second  report 
as  superintendent  of  schools.  During  the  past  year  your 
committee  has  lived  within  the  appropriation,  the  special  re¬ 
pairs  provided  for  at  the  town  meeting  have  been  made,  and 
our  buildings  are  in  fair  condition. 

Generally  speaking,  our  efforts  during  the  year  have  been 
directed  toward  an  increased  efficiency  in  the  daily  work  of 
the  school.  Very  little  time  has  been  spent  in  preparing  for 
exhibitions  of  any  sort,  our  efforts  being  directed  toward  a 
concentrated  drill  upon  the  essential  work  of  the  school  room, 
and  the  raising  of  the  general  educational  standard.  Teach* 
ers’  salaries  have  been  increased,  one  schoolhouse  has  been 
fitted  up  with  modern  adjustable  desks  and  seats,  most  of  the 
school  yards  have  been  improved  in  general  appearance,  and 
the  common  drinking  cup  has  disappeared.  I  am  aware  that 
there  are  many  things  yet  to  be  accomplished  and  that  there  is 
need  of  unrelaxed  attention  and  constant  effort  on  our  part, 
but  I  cannot  help  feeling  that  the  year  has  brought  forth  much 
improvement  in  our  schools.  And  there  is  no  reason  why  we 
cannot  look  forward  to  the  future  with  much  confidence,  for 
the  sentiment  toward  the  schools  in  our  town  is  of  the  best 
and  this  is  the  underlying  force  which  makes  possible  any 
improvement. 
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Enrollment. 

The  total  membership  for  the  year  ending  June,  1907, 
was  383;  June,  1908,  383;  and  June,  1909,  399.  This  is  hut 
a  slight  increase  in  the  whole  number  and  it  would  look  as  if 
our  present  accommodations  were  sufficient.  But  some  schools 
are  overcrowded  while  others  are  small,  the  tendency  being 
toward  the  central  schools,  and  a  readjustment  of  school  ac¬ 
commodations  in  the  southern  part  of  the  town  seems  ad¬ 
visable. 

Attendance  and  Tardiness. 

The  percentage  of  attendance  for  the  year  ending  in  June, 
1907,  was  92.3;  June,  1908,  91.2;  and  June,  1909,  93.3.  This 
is  an  improvement  over  previous  years.  The  great  majority 
of  parents  are  very  prompt  in  sending  their  children  to  school 
under  all  reasonable  conditions,  but  there  are  a  few  who  use 
every  excuse  to  deny  their  children  the  privileges  of  our 
schools  and  compel  us  to  insist  upon  compliance  with  the 
statute.  Were  it  not  for  these  few  families,  our  percentages 
would  be  much  higher. 

We  have  had  some  requests  to  excuse  attendance  of  chil¬ 
dren  under  fourteen  years  of  age  for  various  reasons.  None 
of  these  requests  have  been  or  can  be  granted.  The  statute  is 
imperative,  and,  unless  there  is  a  legal  excuse,  attendance  be¬ 
tween  seven  and  fourteen  must  be  continuous  during  the  whole 
time  the  schools  are  in  session.  The  average  number  of  tar¬ 
dinesses  for  1907  was  3.7;  in  1908,  3.8;  and  1909,  2.6.  The 
records  both  for  attendance  and  tardiness  are  a  credit  to  our 
schools. 

Age  and  Schooling  Certificates. 

During  the  year  eight  certificates  have  been  issued  to  chil¬ 
dren  between  fourteen  and  sixteen  years  of  age,  who  have 
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secured  employment.  Except  in  cases  of  extreme  necessity,  it 
is  a  mistake  to  take  a  boy  or  girl  out  of  school  who  is  making 
good  progress  in  his  or  her  studies  for  the  sake  of  the  few 
dollars  he  or  she  may  earn.  Certificates  cannot  be  issued  ex¬ 
cept  under  the  following  conditions : 

1.  The  child  must  have  reached  his  fourteenth  birthday 
and  be  able  to  read  and  write  sufficiently  well  to  take  up  the 
work  of  the  fourth  grade. 

2.  An  employment  ticket  must  be  presented  properly  filled 
out  by  the  person  or  firm  intending  to  employ  the  child. 
Blanks  will  be  furnished  by  the  superintendent  of  schools. 

3.  A  certificate  showing  the  child  to  be  fourteen  must  be 
secured  from  the  records  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  he 
was  born,  or  from  the  records  of  the  church  in  which  he  was 
baptised. 

4.  The  child  and  the  parent  or  guardian  both  must  appear 
before  the  one  granting  the  certificate,  the  child  to  be  exam¬ 
ined  and  measured  and  the  parent  or  guardian  to  take  oath  to 
the  facts  stated  in  the  certificate. 

High  School. 

The  number  of  pupils  from  this  town  in  different  high 
schools  for  the  year  ending  June,  1907,  was  24;  June,  1908, 
31;  and  June,  1909,  36.  The  total  cost  to  the  town  for  the 
year  just  closed  for  tuition  and  transportation  was  $2,314.25. 
This  is  a  considerable  part  of  the  whole  school  appropriation, 
but  the  advantages  enjoyed  are  worth  it  and  it  is  much  less 
than  the  cost  of  maintaining  a  good  high  school  even  if  we 
had  a  suitable  building.  The  number  of  pupils  in  high  schools 
at  the  present  time  is  less  than  last  year,  but  the  price  of 
tuition  has  been  advanced  in  Taunton,  where  practically  all 
our  pupils  attend  and  the  total  cost  to  the  town  will  probably 
be  about  the  same. 
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Repairs  and  Improvements. 

During  the  year  the  foundation  to  the  Broad  Cove  school 
has  been  repaired.  On  investigation  it  was  found  necessary 
to  shingle  one  side  of  the  roof  and  build  a  new  chimney.  Each 
building  in  the  town  and  the  heating  apparatus  connected  with 
it  has  been  thoroughly  overhauled  and  repairs  made  wherever 
it  seemed  advisable. 

Considerable  interest  has  been  shown  by  some  of  the  teach¬ 
ers  and  their  pupils  in  cutting  down  bushes  and  briers,  grading 
the  school  yard,  planting  trees,  and  otherwise  making  the 
school  and  its  surroundings  more  attractive.  I  hope  that  this 
spirit  will  continue  and  extend  to  other  schools. 

In  my  last  report  I  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  Dighton 
was  much  in  need  of  desks  capable  of  adjustment  to  suit  the 
height  of  the  individual  pupil.  I  am  very  glad  to  say  that  since 
that  report  one  school  house  has  been  fitted  up  with  such 
desks.  It  is  not  just  or  fair  to  the  child  to  compel  him  to  at¬ 
tend  school  and  use  a  seat  and  desk  not  suitable  for  one  of 
his  height.  In  some  cases  improper  seats  and  desks  are  closely 
connected  with  such  physical  troubles  as  spinal  curvature  and 
near  sightedness.  This  is  an  important  matter.  The  physical 
welfare  of  the  child  must  receive  due  consideration  and  the 
obsolete  desk  discarded  as  rapidly  as  possible.  I  hope  that  not 
a  year  will  go  by  without  the  purchase  of  as  many  new 
seats  as  the  school  appropriation  will  allow. 

Health  of  School  Children. 

The  yearly  examination  of  each  pupil  as  required  by  law  has 
been  made  by  the  regularly  appointed  school  physician,  Dr. 
Joseph  B.  Sayles.  He  has  also  been  called  upon  for  many 
special  visits  to  schools  in  accordance  with  contract  and  when 
the  circumstances  seemed  to  warrant  it.  The  following  cases 
have  been  reported:

Those  marked  with  a  star  (*)  have  been  excluded  from 
school  until  the  condition  was  removed,  and  notices  have  been 
sent  to  the  parents  in  all  cases. 

We  have  been  unfortunate  in  having  several  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  reported  by  the  different  physicians  and  the  Fish  School 
was  closed  by  the  School  Committee  for  three  weeks  on  rec¬ 
ommendation  of  the  Board  of  Health.  At  the  present  time 
there  are  several  cases  of  measles  among  the  children  of  the 
Williams  School. 

Medical  inspection  of  the  public  schools  has  been  proven  to 
be  of  the  greatest  good  to  the  pupils.  Through  it  attention 
is  called  to  what  might  have  escaped  the  notice  of  parent  and 
teacher  until  it  was  too  late. 
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There  are  other  purposes,  however,  of  medical  inspection. 
The  physician  is'  expected  to  report  cases  of  unsanitary  con¬ 
ditions  of  buildings  and  surroundings,  insist  that  heads  and 
bodies  be  kept  reasonably  clean,  and  in  every  possible  way 
safeguard  the  health  of  the  school. 

Tests  of  Sight  and  Hearing. 

The  following  is  the  result  of  the  sight  and  hearing  tests 
which  have  been  conducted  as  required  by  statute. 

Our  condition  is  this  respect  is  improving;  a  large  number 
of  those  formerly  reported  are  now  provided  with  glasses  and 
on  the  road  to  better  school  work.  By  the  method  in  use 
the  attention  of  parents  is  called  to  defects  with  the  almost 
universal  result  of  immediate  medical  attention.

School  Accommodations. 

During  the  year  our  school  accommodations  have  been  am¬ 
ple  except  at  the  South  School  where  the  rooms  are  over¬ 
crowded,  one  teacher  now  having  the  largest  number  of  pupils 
allowed  by  law.  This  building  should  be  enlarged  by  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  another  room.  When  this  is  done  each  teacher  will 
have  two  instead  of  three  grades  and  the  efficiency  of  the 
work  materially  increased. 
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We  often  hear  parents  comparing  our  schools  with  those 
of  neighboring  cities.  We  must  not  forget  that  where  our 
conditions  are  best  each  teacher  has  three  grades.  This  means 
one-third  of  the  time  she  should  have  for  each  recitation  and 
in  schools  of  more  than  three  grades  that  time  is  correspond¬ 
ingly  less.  Realizing  the  disadvantages  of  the  country  school 
of  many  grades,  an  increasing  number  of  parents  are  request¬ 
ing  permission  to  send  their  children  to  the  central  schools. 
Your  committee  has  received  a  petition  signed  by  every  par¬ 
ent  of  the  Flat  Rock  children,  with  one  exception,  asking  per¬ 
mission  to  send  their  children  to  the  South  School.  It  has 
been  impossible  to  grant  it  on  account  of  lack  of  room.  This 
petition  means  a  recognition  on  the  part  of  the  parents  of  the 
advantages  offered  their  children  where  each  teacher  has  fewer 
grades  and  I  think  it  should  be  granted  just  as  soon  as  there 
is  room  for  them  to  come  in.  When  the  South  building  is 
enlarged,  as  it  must  be  in  the  near  future,  these  pupils  can  be 
accommodated  without  increasing  the  whole  number  of  teach¬ 
ers  in  the  town  and  at  the  same  time  benefit  the  Flat  Rock 
pupils  by  bringing  them  into  a  better  organized  school,  and 
the  South  School  by  giving  each  teacher  fewer  grades.  I 
think  this  is  worthy  of  serious  consideration  by  your  committee 
and  the  citizens  of  the  town. 

Library. 

In  practically  all  of  the  best  school  systems  at  the  present 
time,  there  is  a  close  relation  between  the  schools  and  the 
library.  The  great  majority  of  our  pupils  have  not  had  the 
full  benefit  of  our  library ;  not  but  that  every  facility  has  been 
accorded  us  by  the  library  authorities,  but  because  the  library 
is  not  easily  accessible  to  many. 

The  library  trustees  are  about  to  put  into  effect  a  plan 
whereby  a  box  of  books  will  be  sent  to  each  schoolhouse  once 
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in  two  weeks  and  be  in  charge  of  the  teacher.  By  this  plan 
all  the  pupils  will  have  an  opportunity  to  take  books  from  the 
schools  to  their  homes,  and  parents  and  any  others  in  the  vicin¬ 
ity  who  choose  to  do  so  will  have  the  same  opportunity.  This 
plan  will  be  a  material  benefit  to  our  schools  and  will  extend 
the  privileges  of  the  library  to  many  not  now  reached. 

“The  school  has  no  right  to  teach  how  to  read  without 
doing  much  more  than  it  now  does  to  direct  the  taste  and 
confirm  the  habit  of  reading  what  is  good  rather  than  what  is 
bad.” 

Here  will  be  the  opportunity  for  the  teacher  to  encourage 
and  cultivate  in  her  pupils  a  taste  for  good  literature. 

Teachers. 

We  have  had  another  year  with  altogether  too  many  changes 
in  the  teaching  force.  We  have  also  been  obliged  to  i:»e  sub¬ 
stitutes  in  several  cases  on  account  of  illness.  The  only  rem¬ 
edy  for  frequent  changes  is  increased  salaries  and  I  am  very 
glad  to  say  that,  commencing  with  the  new  year,  your  com¬ 
mittee  has  made  the  minimum  salary  in  the  town  ten  dollars 
per  week.  When  we  take  into  consideration  the  time  and 
money  spent  by  teachers  in  securing  their  education  and  the 
increased  cost  of  living,  we  are  forced  to  conclude  that  they 
are  much  underpaid.  Notwithstanding  the  increases  made 
we  have  lost  some  of  our  good  teachers  during  the  year 
on  account  of  other  places  being  willing  to  pay  more. 
“Other  things  being  equal,  the  better  the  teacher  the  better 
the  school,  and  the  higher  the  salary  the  more  attractive  is 
the  position  to  the  kind  of  teacher  required.  The  compensa¬ 
tion  must  be  made  sufficiently  attractive  to  offset  the  obvious 
disadvantages  of  the  average  rural  school  life.” 

I  believe  that  the  teachers  are  doing  their  work  faithfully 
and  are  endeavoring  to  make  their  influence  of  the  right  sort 
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in  the  communities  in  which  they  live.  In  return  they  should 
be  accorded  the  most  liberal  treatment  possible  at  the  hands 
of  the  School  Committee  and  taxpayers.  A  poor  school  is 
dear  at  any  price  and  a  good  school  is  cheap  at  any  price. 
Let  us  continue  to  have  increased  salaries  and  better  schools. 

Teachers’  Meetings. 

The  usual  number  of  teachers’  meetings  have  been  held.  I 
wish  that  we  could  come  together  oftener  for  a  discussion  of 
our  problems  and  a  study  of  the  best  teaching  methods,  but 
hesitate  to  take  the  time  from  the  regular  schopl  work  that  is 
necessary  for  the  teachers  to  get  to  the  meetings.  A  district 
meeting  was  held  in  Dighton  during  the  winter  at  which  there 
was  a  good  attendance  of  teachers,  members  of  the  School 
Committee,  and  parents.  A  copy  of  the  program  will  be 
found  in  this  report.  The  plan  for  the  present  year  is  for  a 
larger  meeting  to  include  some  of  the  adjoining  towns  at  the 
expense  and  under  the  direction  of  the  state  authorities  who 
have  an  appropriation  available  for  such  purposes.  Notices 
of  the  time  and  place  will  be  sent  out  later. 

Conclusion. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  satisfaction  at  the  atti¬ 
tude  of  the  people  towards  the  schools  and  the  continued  kind¬ 
ness  and  courtesy  of  your  committee.

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Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Drawing. 


Mr.  John  C.  Davis,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir: — It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  my  annual  re¬ 
port  of  the  work  in  drawing  in  the  Dighton  schools. 

A  new  course  of  study  has  been  made  out  this  year,  although 
there  is  little  change  in  the  general  plan  of  work.  More  time 
has  been  given  to  the  study  of  color  and  training  of  the  color 
sense ;  also  greater  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  importance 
of  memory  drawing,  and  the  use  of  drawing  to  express  ideas, 
and  illustrate  other  school  subjects. 

Since  the  demand  for  industrial  education  is  becoming  so 
much  stronger  each  year,  it  must  influence  the  work  in  draw¬ 
ing,  and  make  that  work  more  practical.  The  aim  is  to  make 
every  problem  of  some  real  use,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  to  use 
drawing  in  making  objects  for  which  a  need  is  felt,  and  in  rep¬ 
resenting  ideas,  or  things  of  special  interest  to  the  children. 
When  the  subject  of  structural  design  was  studied,  desk 
pads  with  pierced  brass  corners  were  made,  also  calendar 
stands,  picture  frames  and  match  strikers  in  pierced  brass. 
Handkerchief  and  collar  cases,  spelling  blank  covers,  writing 
folios,  and  other  useful  objects,  were  made  of  cardboard  and 
paper.  In  one  outside  school  where  there  are  only  lower 
grades,  a  doll’s  house  was  provided,  and  the  children  are  mak¬ 
ing  furniture  of  stiff  paper  and  planning  the  color  schemes, 
wall  paper  and  carpet  designs  for  each  room.  Later  the  car¬ 
pets  will  be  woven,  and  in  other  schools,  holders,  rugs,  etc.,  on 
cardboard  looms,  from  the  original  designs  made  by  the 
children. 

Never  have  the  children  done  such  exact  measuring  and 
careful  mechanical  drawing  as  they  are  doing  now  in  the 
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schools  where  the  work  involves,  as  far  as  possible,  these  prac¬ 
tical  problems. 

So  far  most  of  the  manual  part  of  the  work  lias  been  done 
outside  of  school  hours  as  no  time  is  allowed  for  manual 
work  in  the  regular  school  program;  but  many  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  are  willing  and  eager  to  do  it.  even  under  these  condi- 

o  O 

dons. 

The  lower  grades  are  doing  more  in  paper  cutting  and  the 
construction  of  simple  articles,  and  exercises  in  weaving,  cut¬ 
ting  and  other  manual  occupations  are  suggested  for  the  seat 
work  periods.  It  is  hoped  that  this  training  will  show  good 
results  in  other  lines  of  school  work,  making  the  children  more 
observing,  able  to  give  better  attention  to  directions  given,  and 
more  fully  concentrate  their  minds  on  what  they  are  doing, 
with  the  result  of  greater  accuracy,  neatness  and  skill  in  all 
forms  of  work. 

An  exhibition  was  held  in  February,  as  usual,  in  connection 
with  the  Teachers’  Institute. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  interest,  enthusi¬ 
asm.  and  earnest  and  faithful  work  of  the  teachers.  I  thank 
•  the  Superintendent  and  School  Board  for  their  generosity  in 
providing  materials,  which  makes  it  possible  to  give  the 
children  more  interesting  problems,  and  obtain  more  pleasing 
results.

The  aim  of  the  course  is :  to  inspire  love  of  good  music, 
to  develop  a  musical  voice,  to  teach  sight  singing,  and  to  in¬ 
duce  musical  interpretation. 

The  books  contain  the  best  song  material  available,  all 
forms  of  music  being  represented,  from  the  simple  folk  song 
to  the  melodies  of  the  greatest  masters  of  all  nationalities. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent  and  the  Committee  for 
their  interest,  helpfulness  and  kindly  appreciation  shown  in 
the  work.  My  thanks  and  appreciation  are  also  due  to  the 
teachers  for  their  faithfulness  and  hearty  co-operation  in  all 
details  of  the  work. 

Again  I  would  urge  the  public,  and  especially  the  parents 
of  pupils,  to  visit  the  schools  and  the  work  will  be  cheerfully 
demonstrated.
